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1. The supplemental oath of September 8, 2004, is acceptable. Upon further review, it is 
noted that the German reference reads on claim 12, so an appropriate rejection will be made. 
This is a non-final Office action. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over German 94340. Figures 1-4 show a body B having two 
projections and a dovetailed central opening between the projections. The tip S has a dovetail 
shaped projection a which mates as a bayonet coupling with the opening in the body. In order to 
provide torque between the two parts, the body has a projection m which mates with a recess c. 
Since this structure limits how far the two pieces can turn relative to each other, the recess c is 
considered to constitute "coupling means." The recess c is curved, such that it may be said to 
extend circumferentially. Depending on exactly where one puts a protractor to measure this 
recess c, the recess extends either slightly less than 60 degrees or slightly more than 60 degrees 
in a circumferential direction. The lesser measurement would clearly constitute a 102b situation. 
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Alternatively, should measurement be determined to be more than 60 degrees, note that the 
projection m will push against the circumferential bottom/end of this recess c, and with usage the 
projection m will tend to cause the portion of the projection extending between the flute and the 
bottom of the recess to wear and fracture. Making this remaining portion thicker would protect 
against such fracture. It is considered to have been obvious to have made the recess c of a 
smaller circumferential amount, including under 60 degrees, in order to make the remaining 
portion of the projection thicker such that it will be less likely to fracture. 

5. Claims 1-6, 8, 10, 1 1, and 13-19 are allowed.
